SOCIETY SETTLES THE 
QUESTION. ; 

For a long time past the question 
of whether women should have the 
parliamentary franchise has exer- 
cised the minds of nearly all the} 
world over, and of late years the! 
question has been breught very pro- 
minently to the front by the action 
of the English suffragettes. 

Strathmore was, on Thufsday 
night, the scene of an interesting 
and animated discussion on the sub- 
ject, which ended in the negative 
proposition belng carried. The 
occasion was the opening of the 
new club known as the Strathmore 
Literary Society, and it was a very 
auspicious opening indeed, ere 
being over fitty present, mostly the 
young men ot the town, with a 
sprinkling of ladies. 

Dr. Girvan presided, and cAlled 
on the leader of the affirmative side 
Mr Zerkle, to open up the debate. 

Mr Zerkle, whi s: remarks were | 
couched mostly in humorous vein, 
with a few touches of pathos, said 
that it was somewhat embarrassing 
for him to open up the first debate 
in the growing, hustling town of} 


being discussed all over Canada, 
the United States, and indeed over 
the whole world—the subject *‘Shall 
women have the right to vote.’| 
He noticed down at the local depot 
the other day that one ot the bills 
announcing the meeting had been 
altered by having the two first 
letters of the word stroked out, | 
making the question ‘* Should men 
have the vote.?”
